Wasurneton, February 23.—Hon. Emory 
Speer’s nomination to be district attorney will 
be withdrawn for technical reasons. The law 
is that no member of congress can fill any office 
which has been created during his term of 
service as congressman. ) Georgia was divided 
into two judicial districts while Mr. Speer was 
‘nthe house. This difficulty occurred to him 
before his pame was sent in. He consulted 
Senators Brown and Edmunds on it, and both 
declared that they saw no legal difficulty in 
the way of his confirmation. Accordingly 
the president made the nomination. Since 
the question has been raised, it has been de- 
termined to withdraw Mr. Speer’s name, and 
after the 4th of March, if the senate is still in 
session, the nomination will be renewed. If 
the senate Is notin session, either the presi- 
dent or Sustice Woods will appoint Mr. Speer 
ad interim, and he will be confirmed at the 
Deceinber session. Senator Brown still thinks 
a confirmation now would be valid, but to re- 
move all possible diilculty the course indi- 
cated will be pursued,

Wasurnoton, February 23.—Mr. Dawes sub- 
mitted the conference report on the Indian 
appropriation bill.

AN ATTACK ON CHANDLER.

Ingalls moved to amend section 7 of the bill 
so as to prohibit the voting by women in any 
territory of the United States, After discus- 
sion a Vute was teken, developing no quorum 
present. On motion of Mr. Edmunds, the 
sergeant-at-arms was instructed to request the 
immediate attendance of the absent senators. 
Ata little before 8 o'clock the sergeant-at- 
aris made areport in regard to the absen- 
tees, The roll was again called, and thirty- 
twosenators answered. Mr. Edmunds offered 
an order, naming the senators absent without 
leave, and directing the sergeant-at-arms to 
bring them in. From this bour till 10 o’clock 
the tinie of the senate was consumed in roll 
callson motions to adjourn and to lay the 
order on the table. Finally, on motion of 
Mr. Edmunds, the senate adjourned.

ALL ABOUT A RIFLE. 
_ Mr. Ingersoll said he desired to call the 
attention of the court to the fact that it had 
been alleged that Reirdell imitates Dorsey’s 
handwriting. He referred to the statement 
made by the witness on Wednesday affecting 
Mr. Belford, member of con from Col- 
orado,. whom he believed to be a perfectly 
honest man. Witness had stated that a 
check for $2.000 had been given to Belford 
and the amount charged to ‘‘mail.”” Now 
the fact was that Dorsey had in his posses- 
sion a peculiar kind of rifle. Belford saw it 
and wanted one. Dorsey procured one for 
him, and in payment drew a check for $29. 
That check was for the rifle,.and it was 
charged against “J. B. B.’’ That was the 
only transaction between them, Of course, 
Mr. Belford did not know @nything of 
that check, for it was not given to 
him, but to the person from whom 
the rifle was purchased. The condition of 
the public mind was such that it was abso,- 
lutely famished fora reasonable lie, and for 
that reason he hated to bave a man’s name 
guentioned. It was for the reason he wanted 
to go into this memorandum to show it was 
made entirely by the witness. He used a 
pencil because it was easier thus to imitate 
the handwriting and show that no payments 
such as had been sworn to by the witness had 
ever been made to Belford, or to Tyner, or to 
Turner. He wanted to show that they could 
not have been made by Dorsey. These state- 
ments of the witness had been putin the as- 
sociated press dispatcaes and read by millions 
of people. He thought it only fair that he 
be allowed to probe the matter to the bottom 
and to put the witnesses on the stand to tell 
the truth.

THE DEBATE CONSEQUENT. 

Mr. Merrick said that if they attempted 
to stop the proceedings to go inside questions 
of this kind, the trial would never end. 
Turning to the defense he declared emphati- 
cally that if they wished to vindicate these 
gentlemen, they should produce the books.

The court said it was 
the purpose of cross examintion to show that 
the memorandum had been written by wit- 
ness. The affidavit of June, 1881, was read, 
when Reirdell says he bas learned to imitate 
Dorsey's handwriting and signature so like 
his own that he (Dorsey) could 
not tell it from his own. 
The court then read from Reirdell’s testi 
mest : of this stavement. (Defense 
had a right to cross-examine him on any doc- 
uments* written by him in similitude of 
Dorsey’s writing, and they would have the 
right to contradict him, ‘but would have to 
produce the papers. Mr. Ingersoll—We have 
not got the papers and will have toask the 
witness whathe did with the papers. The 
witness said he showed the memorandum in 
ink, not pencil, jto Messrs. James, MacVeagh 
and Woodward. Outside of the books, wit- 
ness showed MacVeagh and Woodward two 
balance sheels of the books. They had been | 
written by James W. Donelley. He gave 
them to Dorsey on July 13th, 1882. when he 
made the affidavit Dorsey had demanded 
them of him. , 

A PASS BETWEEN COUNSEL AND WITNESS. 

Mr. Ingersell sharply arraigned the witness 
for his failure to state the fact during his re- 
cital of the incidents of that conversation. 
The witness wus mgquired to again relate the 
conversations at Willard’s hotel. He de- 
manded Ingersoll to put his questions in a 
simpler form. (That gentleman, striking the 
table, said forcibly: ‘‘You must not dictate to 
me. 1 have treated you with the utmost 
kindness, and you must not dictate to me.” 
fhe court said the question must be answered 
and the witness proceeded accordingly. Mr. 
Ingersolimade sharpcross examination on the 
subject of the balance sheets. The witness 
said he told Dorsey that he had them, but did 
not know when he told him. Dorsey cer- 
tainly knew of their existence, because it had 
appeared in the evidence given in the police 
court.

_ The impression has grown strong of late that 


the republicans did not want any bill passed. 
Correspondingly has grown among the demo- 
crats, the belief that it would be vest to let 
this congress dispose of the question and not 
leave it to embarrass a democratic advert to 
power. Mr. Kelley has modified his declara- 
tion of absolute devotion tothe waysand means 
com mittee bill which Carlisle killed ‘‘too dead 
to skin.’”’ He says he is now ready to take 
any good bill torelieve the burdened country. 


According to his pet pian, the burdened coun- 
try was to be relieved by reducing the reve- 
nues of the government and increasing the 
ins of the monopolies that wring millions 
rom the people every year under the present 
system of discrimination. 
SENATOR BROWN’S PROVISIONS. 

Senator Brown did most efficient service in 
the senate when the tariff bill was receivin 
its finishing touches by proclaiming an 
boldly advocating the doctrine that luxuries 
should bear the brunt of the imposts. He 
succeeded in raising the duties on champagnes 
and the other imported wines. On gold 
watches, by his amendment, a heavier tax 
was laid. The senator has been very bold-in 
every stand he took on thetariff. The other 
night he proposed to reduce the internal 
revenue tax on whisky to fifty cents a gallon, 
and on a call of the senate he voted for the 
motion while thirty-five senators voted no. 

A SUPPER TABLE INCIDENT. 


A few minutes later I happened to be at the 
supper table at the Metropolitan hotel, with 
Mrs. Brown, when Senator Hampton entered 
and in a jovial spirit related how the senate 
had unanimously refused to agree with Sena- 
tor Brown. Mrs. Brown instantly replied, 
‘‘Well, | am glad he had the courage to vote 
right,” According to Senator Brown’s 
view the reduction of the tax on 
whisky would reduce the bulk of its manu- 
facture. At present it is controlled by an 
enormous ring, whose great distilleries pour 
out their supple until they accumulate a 
surplus of 84,000,000 gallons, on which they 
are now. asking an extension of two years to 
pay the tax. Onestrong circumstance in fa- 
vor of his views is that every senator who 
championed the bonded extension bill is dead 
against any reduction of the internal revenue 
on whisky. Its manufacture, [ understand, 
is controlled by a big ring which would go to 
pieces were a lighter tax to open the gate to 
more general competition. 

HOW THE BILL STANDS IN THE HOUSE, 


Evidently ‘many representatives in the 
house mean to oppose the passage of the sen- 
ate bill without sending it to a committee of 
conference to be doctored up to a higher pro- 
tectionist grade. The friends of the bill, in 
its present shape, will oppose such reference, 
as will many democrats who have found out 
how mean a bill can be arranged.in a com. 
mittee. Samuel Randall may move the adop: 
tion of senate bill to throw on the represen” 
tatives the responsibility of no legislation. 

A BARREN CAUCUS, 


Wasuineton, February 23.—The caucus of 
republican senators, which adjourned yester- 
day with the understanding that its unfin- 
ished business should be disposed of this 
morning. failed to realize the expectation, 
mainly for the reason that only six or eight 
senators put in an appearance.

SUBJECTS OF THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Senate's Bill as it Reached the House—Its Sallent 

, Points. 

Wasaineton, February 24.—It has been 
difficult to get at the points of the senate 
tariff bill. The following isa very full syn- 
opsis of the tariff portion: Schedule A—Chem- 
ieals were reduced, by the tariff commission 
from 25 to 30 per cent on existing rates. The 
changes made by the senate have been in the 
direction of a further reduction. Phosphates 
and fertilizers have been placed upon the free 
list. Reductions have been made upon nearly 
all drugsand dyes. The only exception is the 
increase made upon the extract of 
sumac, to satisfy the Virginia sumac 
industry. The exceptional increase in this 
schedule are the restoration of lead products, 
zinc and spelter tothe old rates. The rest of 
the chemical schedule was reduced, Bichro- 
mate of potash was reduced to three cents, 
and aniline dyes to thirty-five per cent ad 
valorem. This change isimportant to dyers 
and cotton manufacturers. A large number 
of chemicals now dutiable are placed on the 
free list by the tariff commission, and this 
number was considerably increased py the 
senate. There was, however, an i ASE, 
of the duty on saltpetre of half a cent a 


und. 

Schedule B. Earthenware and Glassware.-— 
The rates remain practically as reported by 
the finance committee, with the exception 
that common window glass was reduced . 4 
centa pound. The rates of the committee 
were about 5 per cent less than the rates re- 
orted by the tariff commission, and were in- 
nded to be equivalent to the present rates, 
The tariff commission increased them on 
account of the abolition of the duties on pack- 
ages and inland transportation, The tariff 
commission’s increase is 15 per centad yalo- 
rem. The senate reduced this to 10 per cent 
and abolished charges and inland transporta- 
tion, which the committee claim will make 
the rate of duty about five per cent less than 
the existing law, the reduction being entirely 
on the effect of the abolition of the duty on 
packages and inland transportation. 

Wire, steel and iron is reduced on an aver- 
age of 3, of acent per pound. The rates on 
all steel below 5 cents per pound in value, is 
fixed at 40 per cent ad valorem. This is an 
advance of 10 per cent on Bessemer blooms, 
and on all the lower grades of steel, which 
under the present law are admitted as ‘‘steel 
uot otherwise provided for.”’ 

This statement of the increase, however, 
requires explanation. The treasury depart- 
ment bas forty-five per cent on this 
class of steel, as ‘‘manufacturers of steel not 
otherwise provided for.” The United States 
circuit court in New York has decided that 
this steel] must come in simply as steel not 
otherwise provided for, at thirty per cent ad- 
valorem... The increase of 10 r cent, 
therefore, in the senate bill, is a 
reduction of five per cent on the practice of 
the treasury, but an increase of five per cent 
over what the United States court says the 
law is. There is no doubt that the decision 
of the circuit court will be affirmed by the 
United States supreme court, so that really 
this is a practical increase over existing law; 
the present rate being 2'4 cents per pound on 
all enumerated steel valued at less t seven

are as under present law. On. Steel 
valued at seven to nine cents per pound there 
is a reduction of 4% cent a pound on the pres- 
ent law; abgye 9 cents per pound in value, a 
reduction of \% cent per pound. Steel in 
forms not spécially provided for remain at 30 
per centad valorem, the present rate. The 
non-enumerated classes of manufacture of 
iron and steel are fixed at 35 per cent. On 
all various enumerated forms of iron and 
steel the rates adopted by the senate are sub- 
tantilly those of the tariffcommission, which 
are an average reduction of 20 per cent below 
the present rates. 

Schedule C, Metals.—The rates adopted by 
the senate are in some important particulars 
considerably lower than the rates reported by 
the tariffcommission. Iron ore remains at 
the same fate, fifty cents a ton, as fixed by the 
tariff commission, which is about the present 
rate. iron, wrought and scrap iron are 
reduced from $8 to $6.50 per ton; steel rails 
from $28 to $15.62 perton. Bariron is reduced 
on the average about % cent per pound. 
Russia sheet igon is reduced from 3 cents to 2 
cents per potinds, Sheet iron is reduced an 
average Of ajquarter of a cent per pound. 
Tin plates are reduced from 1 1-0 to 1 cent per 
pound. Cotton ties remain unchanged. and 
wire rods, iren and steel; the basis of barbed 
wire is substantially unchanged. 

Schedule E, Sugar—The reduction of sugar 
below Ne, 13. Dutch standard in color is about 
18 per cent, or 45-100 cents per pound. This 
would bea reduction of the revenue from su- 
gar Of $8,443,000. The reduction on sugar 
above No. 13 Dutch standard is about 28 per 
cent of the present rates. This is a larger re- 
duction on those above than on those pelow 
No. 15 Dutch standard. 

Schedule F, Tobacco—The notable change 
in the tobaceo sehedule is The increase on to- 


bacco used exclusively for wrapping, 
known 4s the Sumatra tobacco, from 
seventy-five cents to $1 per und, 


Schedule G, Provisions—Most of the articles 
in this schedule remain unchanged. Barle 
and malt are reduced five cents per bushel. 
Rye is raised a quarter of a cent a pound. 
There is a sight increase on oranges and 
lemons, and bananas are put on the free list. 
There is a large reduction in dried fruits, figs, 
raisins and sweetmeats. Oat meal is reduced 
one-half ¢ent a pound. Cholocate and chi- 
cory are reduced. 

Schedule H. Liquors—The notable change 


is an imerease of the duty on cham- 
pagne One dollar per dozen quarts 
an corresponding increase in _ pints, 


Schedule J. cottons—There is a reduction 
of an average of about thirty-five per cent. ad 
volorem om the present rates. There is a 
general elton upon all articles, excepting 
tine hosiefy, cotton, laces, embroideries, lace 
window clirtains, insertings and cotton velvet. 
These arti@es are all increased from thirty- 
five to forty per cent. ad volorem. 

Hemp. }ate and flax—Raw hemp isincreas- 
ed from $15 to $20 per ton, and jute butts put 
on the free fist. . 

Schedule K, Woolens—The clothing and 
combing wools are reduced about ten cents 
on wool below thirty cents in value, and 
twelve cents on wools above thirty cents. Car- 
pet wools are reduced one-sixth of theamount 
of the duties; from three cents to two and 
one-half cents for wools below twelve cents in 
value, and from six to five cents for wools 
above the specific duty. Woolen goods and 
all manufactures of woolen is reduced on an 
average to thirty-five per cent ad valorem. 
The reduction on carpets is at least thirty-five 
per cent ea the present rates, 

Scheduly, « Stiks-—The rates are reduced to 
fifty per Mad ‘valorem from sixty percent, 
the existing rates, 

Schedule M, Books—Are reduced from 


‘| twenty-five to fifteen per cent ad valorem. 


Books in a foreign language are put on the 
free list. Blank books and paper are reduced 
to twenty per cent ad valorem. 

Schedule N. Sundries—The reductions gen- 
erally average twenty-five per cent. Coal 
was put at seventy-five cents per ton, the ex- 
isting rate. Salt is reduced twenty per cent 
below the present rates, with a proviso that 
salt used in packing meats and fish shall be 
free, and the duty shall be remitted on salt 
used for curing purposes. This makes salt 
almost free except table salt. The rate on 
hats and bonnets is reduced about 33'4 per 
cent. 

The reductions in the bill, it is estimated 
by the finance committe, will reach 30 per 
cent. 


A PRISON MUTINY. 


The Missourt Convicts Fire the Bulldiag— Los« of 
$300,000. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Sr. Louis, February 23.—A telegram to the 
Post-Dispatch from Jefferson City says: ‘‘The 
convicts in the penitentiary had just returned 
to their shops from dinner to-day when a pre 
concerted mutiny broke out in the harness 
shop of Jacob Strauss & Co. Four convicts 
seized Van Horn, the foreman of the collar 
shop, and told him to remain guiet. Four 
other convicts seized Snider, foreman of the 
harness shop, and stripped him of his clothes. 
Jobn B. Johnson, the ringleader, is a high- 
way robber serving a sentence of twelve years. 
He ran into the department where the herse 
collars are stuffed and set a lot of loose straw 
on fire. in a momentthe building, with its 
three shops, harness, collar and whip, was 
on __—ifire. Great confusion ensued, 
The.guards ran in with the hose, and were 
met by the convicts, who cut the hose. The 
ringleader, Johnson, then made an effort to 
escape over the walls, but despite the fact he 
had a knite and club, he was captured and 
put in the dungeon. His seven companions 
were also contined in dark cells. The fire 
was got under control, but not until the fol- 
lowing shops were completely destroyed: 
Strauss & Co.’s harnessshop, collar sbop and 
whip factory, loss $100,000; Grenck’s boot 
shoe shop, £90,000; Misenburg’s shoe shop, 
$30,000; state weaving and machine shop, 
$40,000; and the Excelsior loom factory, $20,- 
000. The total loss, with damage to minor 
state buildings, will reach $300,000.

HE PUNCTURES FORSTER'S THEO- 
RY OF IRISH PLOTS. —

Lonvon, February 23.—The Standard says: 
No speech of recent years has produced such 
interest and excitement as Mr. Forster's 
attack last nighton the policy of the land 
league. Friends and foes admitted it to have 
been the greatest effort he ever made. The 
speech was afterwards keenly and eagerly 
discussed in the lobby of the house. There 
was much excitement in the house on the 
opening ofthe session this afternoon, as it 
was expected that Mr. Parnell would speak 
in answer to the charges made against him by 
Mr. Forster yesterday. A large number of 
persons were in the lobbies, being unable to 
find room in the bouse. The stranger’s 


gallery and the peers gallery were filled. The 
seats of all the members were reserved. Mr. 
Parnell said the utmost he desired to do was 
to make his position clear to the Irish people 
at home and abroad. Mr. Forste:, he said, 
ought to be ashamed for traducing him. He 
declined to reply to Mr. Forster’s questions, 
and charged that gentleman with having ask- 
ed him (Parnell), to inform against his asso- 
ciates. If Mr. Forster had believed that the 
articles published in the Irish World were like- 
ly to incite crime, why had he not stopped 
the circulation ef that paper? He compared 
the responsibility of Mr. Forster, who had 
read the articles and believed what 
the result would be, to that of himself, 
who had never read them, though 
they were now brought against him. 
Mr. Forster had unfairiy singled out and 
named Sheridan as mentioned in the “Kil- 
mainham treaty’’ negotiations. Why did he 
suppress the names of Davitt, Egan and Boy- 
ton, who were also mentioned as likely to en- 
deavor to prevent outrage in Ireland. 

Mr. Forster exclaimed: “They were not 
mentioned to me.’’ 

Mr. Parnell continued. He had been chal- 
lerged to defend himself, but he had noth- 
ing to defend himself from. He occupied a 
better position in the eyes of the Irish than 
Mr. Forster did in England. 

Mr. Parnell also analyzed the evidence of 
Carey at the hearing of the Irish prisoners in 
Dublin, which he said was not a statement of 
fact but of belief or hearsay. it had beeh al- 
ready disproved as regard Mrs. rhs The 
evidence in reference to the _ source 
of the ‘‘murder fund,” he - said, 
resied on the fact that some 
men, while in prison, had received checks 
from the sustentation fund of tne land league. 
Such aid had beeu given to thousands of pris- 
oners. Mr. Forster’s animus was dueto the 
fact that he bad attempted to obtain a prom- 
ise from hie, (Parnell), but had failed to do 
so, and had lost his office. In concluding his 
remarks, Mr. Parnell declared that the pres- 
ent officials in Ireland were manifestly unfit 
toadminister the crimes act. Mr. Forster 
ought to return to his original work. Mr. 
Parnell said he was hopeful that Ireland 
would weather this as she had weathered 
other formidable oppressions.

THE PRINCE OF WALES A LISTENER. 

The Prince of Wales, was present in the gal- 
lery the whole‘time that Parnell was delivering 
his speech. Mr. Trenelyan, chief secretary for 
Ireland, in reply to Mr. Parnell, proceeded to 
vindicate the poses of the government in Ire- 
land. Since the present government there had 
been a commissioner to suppress crime. The 
nunaber of murders had been reduced from 
three monthly to one in the last four anda 
half months. The only policy for Ireland 
was to say exactly what the government 
meant to do, and then do it. He regretted 
that Mr. Parnell had not made his position 
clearer. Mr. Gorst’s amendment, in reply to 
the speech from the throne, was distasteful te 
Earl Spencer, Jord lieutenant of Lreland, and 
to himself, and would, if carried, lead to 
their resignations, as well as to the resigna- 
tion of the cabinet.

During Mr. Parnell’s speech Mr. O'Shea, 
member for Clare, exclaimed that Boynton, 
Egan and Davitt were mentioned te Forster.

Parnell pointed out during his s h that 
one of them had returned a check which had 
been sent to him from the sustentation fund, 
saying that he had nothing to do with the 
league.

The December and Feb- 
ruary reports exhibits a striking agreement as 
to average weight per bale for the entire cot- 
ton belt, which is put by both reports at 483 
pounds, The weather has been bad for prep- 
arations for the pext crop. Picking was gen- 
erally finished by January 1. The replies of 
correspondents show that there is relatively 
less cotton beld at the interior towns of the 
south than at the same time last year,

Seckhing Lessons from the Wreek of the Kecent Dis- 
aater.

New YorK, February 23.—In all parts of 
the country the alarm has been taken up 
recent tragedy here. The question 
of satety im case Qf fire is no where more im- 
rtant than in crowded schools, where. un- 
ler the best reguiations, lives could not help 
n¢iost. In Philadelphia the superinten- 
if schools deciares that in case of fire not 

the forty-nine schools could discharge 
ir pupils in time to avoid casualties. The 
styeet in frontof the parochial school on East 
Fourth street, where the terrible disaster 
occurred, was crowded all day to-day by a 
«adi-faceed crowd of women and children. 
Business in the neighborhood was almost en- 
tireiv lorgotten, and groups of spectators and 
relutives were assembled discussing the terri

THE FIRE DRILL. 
Deputy Coroner Donlin, in conversation 


this afternoon, in speaking of the disaster, 
said: “The children of the school were drilled 
how to acc in case of fire and frequentiy false 
alarms were sent to testthem. The method 
was to call them together, then form them in 
line, and atasignai to march rapidly down 
the stairs. This plan, the sisters say, was fol- 
flowed out, but when the children arrived at 
the head of the staircase they must have been 
panic stricken from one crying fire. Lexamined 
the balusters, but foundthem strong. Such an 
accident would have occurred with even 
grown persons. The Brooklyn theater disas- 
tera few years ago is an example. People, 
whether young or old, lose their presence of 
mind on such occasions, 

“TI have not received a single complaint in 
regard to any ot the school buildings of this 
city,’ said D. 1. Stagg, the superintendent of 
school buildings. ‘‘Experts from all parts of 
he country have examined them and pro- 
nounced them secure. In a few cases iron 
tuirways for the outside of the buildings have 
eefi ordered and erected. During the past 
ear iron stairways have been placed upon the 
uildings occupied by schools Nos. 

3 and 20. Fire escapes, 
called, would be of no use whatever in case of 
tire, for the children would be too frightened 
to use them. Hence I conceived the idea of 
building iron stairs in place of them, The 
children are drilled iff their use, and would 
beable to make their escape without donger. 
if necessary.’’ On on the other hand, Mr. 
Moore, principal oP school No. 20, says: “I 
do not have much confidence in the ethicacy 
of tne fire drill as now conducted in many o 
the public schools, At present my pupils 
know that the fire drill takes place at five 
minutes befor twelve on a certain day every

A BANK SUSPENSION. 


Hatch A Peters Close Out—Salml Morse Comes gut 
Again. 
Special to The Constitution. 

New York, February 23.—The banking 
firm of Hatch & Peters suspended to-day on 
account of the embezzlement of their cashier 
and bookkeeper, George W. Tompkins, 
amounting to $50,000 or more. They had 
been in business but two years, and the liabil- 
ities are small. ' 

The irrepressible Salmi Morse has applied 
for an injunction to restrain the police from 
interfering with ‘‘a private representation” 
of his passion play—that is, a dress rehearsal 
He will not get it. 

The firm consists of W. B. Hatch and J. W. 
Peters. Hatch is a brother of A. 8S. Hatch, of 
Fisk & Hatch, but has never been in any way 
identified with that house. Their original 
Capital was $50 O00 which, with other funds 
amounting to between $75,000 and $100,000, 
was lost through the defalcation of their con- 
fidential clerk about a year ago. This crip- 
pled them and impaired their credit, owing 
to which their business has been circum- 
scribed, and their liabilities, therefore, cannot 
be very large. 

MIRZAN’S CRIME. 

The United States steamer Nipsic arrived at 
this port from the Mediterranean, having on 
board Stephen P. Mirzan, who is to servea 
life sentence in the Albany penitentiary for 
the muftder of Alexander Dahan. The mur- 
der was committed in Alexandria, Egypt, 
early in 1879. Mirzan is 50 years of age, a 
native of Smyrna, and an American by adop- 
tion. He came to this country at the age of 
23, ard engaged in mercantile business in 
Buston. He served in the army during the 
rebellion and at the close of the war went to 
Alexandria. After shooting Dahan, Mirzan 
surrendered himself at the United States con- 
sulate, and United States Minister Horace 
Maynard at Constantinople was ordered to 
Alexandriato try the case. Mirzan was found 
guilty by six jurymen, and was sentenced to 
be hanged, but R. B. Hayes commuted the 
sentence to one of imprisonment for life. 

A SUIT FOR SLANDER. 

Suit for slander, in which the damages are 
laid at $25,000, has been begun by Mrs. Eng- 
lish against Henry Fleming,who was recently 
the defendant in the suit of Miss Alice Liv- 
ingstone for breach of promise of marriage. 
In his testimony inthe breach of promise suit, 
Fiem:ng charged that Mrs, English’s house at 
Sixth avenue and Thirteenth street, New 
York, was not respectable, and hence the suit 
for slander.

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A MUCH MARRIED WOMAN. 


De Vietter’s Marriage With Mra. Reuber Dis- 
soived. 
Fragn the New Yorx Times. 

Herman Stahl and Lousie Reuber were 
married in this city in 1856. Soon after their 
marriage they went to live in Dusseldorf, 
Germany and remained there together until 
LSso5, when they separated, Stahl returned 
to this city in 1870, and five years later he ob- 
tuined a decree of absolute diyorce in the 
supreme court, on proof that after he left 
Dusseldorf Mrs. Stahl went tolive witha man 
named Blancke as his wife. Soon after the 
decrée was entered against ber the divorced

woman came to New York. 
Prior to her departure from Europes she 
had met John Willem Adrianus de 


Vietter, a responsible citizen of Rotterdam, 
Holland, to who she represented herself as 
the widow of Hermann Stahl, and with whom 
she entered into an agreement of marriage. 
De Vietter could not leave Rotterdam to es- 
pouse ber in this city, soon March 20th, 1877, 
he executed a power of attorney authorizing 
William Margat Pauer, of this cily, to carry 


out the marriage contract and to do aii 
necessary acts to make it binding on the 


respective parties. William Margat Pauer 
accordingly, on May OGth, 1877, went 
before the Rey. Mr. Francis J. Schneider 
with Dame Louise Reuber and married her as 
the proxy ef Meinherr Jan Willem Adrianus 
de Vietter. The new Same de Vietter soon 
had her arrangements for leaving this coun- 
try completed, and about June 1, 1877, she 
was welcomed to Rotterdam by Meinherr de 
Vietter. dLifein the slow Dutch city was not 
consonant with her desires, and about the 
middle cf the tollowing September she left 
Rotterdam and returne: to New York. Here 
she met Frederick Sahlfeld, and on December 
6G, 1877, she was married to him by the Rey. 
Charlies EK. Berger, at No. 86 Third avenue. 

In November last Meinherr de Vietter, 
through Lawyer Theodore Von Bremsen, be- 
gan a suicvin the supreme court this city for 
the annulment of his marriage with ‘‘Dame 
Louise Reuber”’ on the ground that she had 
falsely represented herself to him as the 
widow of Hermann Stahl; that the decree of 
divorce against her prohibited her from 
minarrying during Sfahl’s lifetime, and that 
she had done him a wrong, not only in 
marying him in violation of that prohibition, 
but also in cobabiting with Freeerick Sahl- 
field while many persons regarded her as his 
The 


(de V letter’s) wile. much- 
married woman made an answer 
absolutely denying all the aver- 
ment of the complaint, but she did 


not appear personally or present any wit- 
nesses at the trial of the suit before Referee 
Hugh J. Donnelly. Lawyer Von Bremsen 
testified that be met the defendant, and she 
told bim that she thought she bad a right Lo 
marry de Vietter because the testimony upon 
which the divorce was obtained by Scab! was 
untrue, and that she married Sahlteld believ- 
iny that ber marriage with de Vietter was 
null and void because, although she had 
lived with him for several months, it had 
not been consummated. Referee Don- 
nelly made it report declaring 
that the ailegations of the complaint 
were true, that Mrs. Stahi-de Vletter-Salhl 
feld had violated the prohibition of the su- 
preme court, pot only in marrying de Viet- 
ter, but also in marrying Saulfeld, and that 
Herr de Vietter was entitled to have his 
marriage with her declared null and void 
from its beginning. The report of the ref- 
eree was confirmed, and a decree in accord- 
ance with it was granted by Judge Donohue 
in supreme court, chambers, yesterday. The 
decree declares the marriage to be null and 
void because it was entered into at a time 
when Herman Stabl, who had procured a di- 
vorce on the ground of the defendant’s adult- 
ery, was alive.

American. Assuming that his statement 


negatives any such employment, the secretary 
says the reply is satisfactory. 
THE WRATHY TAR. 

Gorringe, in another letter, dated Febru- 
ary 14, sayshis reply was intended to neg- 
ative the suggestion, as he was not aware 
that such a suggestion had been made un- 
til he received the secretary's letter. ‘‘It has 
been the custom, asi is the obvious right, of 
officers of the United States navy to rely im- 
plicitly on the department for protection 
against suggestions iupugning their reputa- 
tion. I see no reason,and lam confident the

HE THROWS OFF HIS EPAULETTES, 


On February 2st, Gorringe, in a letter 
to the president, tenders his resignaiion, and 
requesting that the secretary ol the navy be 
requested to inform the president, if any 
charges are pending against him, and if 
so, asking for a full investigation. On the 
same day the secretary sent a note to Gor 
ringe informing him that his resignation was 
accepted, to take eflect immediately. 

WHAT SECRETARY CHANDLER SAYS. 

Secretary Chandier said to a representative 
of the associated press to-night, that Lieuten- 
ant Commander Gorringe’s resignation was 
accepted by the president yesterday. He, the 
secretary, had .ittle more to say on the sub- 
ject than was said in his letters to Gorringe 
and the president. He remarked, 
however, that he regarded Gorringe as an ex- 
citable, irritable und insubordinate officer, 
who had sought notoriety in assailing his su- 
perior. Chandler added tvat Gorringe resigned 
in a fit of anger, and now proposes to balance 
accounts by vituperating the secretary of the 
navy. Heisaprivate citizen now, out of office, 
and has the same right of vituperation 
that any other private citizen’has. I nad not 
the slightest objection to his giving the socie- 
ty in New York his views upon tree trade and 
free ships, asa naval officer, but 1 did object 
to his doing this in the British employ. ‘The 
secretary then said that information had 
previously reached him of the probability 
that Gorringe was representing British rather 
than American interests, and he bad called 
upon him to explain his conduct, which was 
the occasion of tl orrespondence and of the 
officer's resignation, 

Conimander Gorringe said to a representa 
tive of the press to-night that he had an in 
terview with President Arthur at half-past 
eleven o'clock this morning. The. president 
said to him that he had not yet received his 


Gorringe’s) letter of resignation, trans- 
mitted through the secretary of 
the navy, and had consequently taken 


no action with regard to it. He would, how- 
ever, he said, give the subject early attention 
Gorringe,under these circumstances.does not, 
he says, recognize the validity of Secretary 
Chandler’s acceptance of the resignation, and 
therefore awaits the decision of the president. 
He expects that the resignation will be ac- 
eepted, and that he will be free to return to 
New York to-morrow or Monday.
